period of time, subject appeers to remsmber about as many detsils concern=
ing himself as about his brother, with whom he was allegedly out of contacte.
Subject does not volunteer information, tut amswers direct questions with
simple answers, an "I don't knowr, or an *I cannot remember".

1948, Subject would not clarify the discrepancy and only restated that
